6-B Helpful Information 

• Environment - do not place the unit in room 
where the temperature is less than 5°C (41 °F) or 
greater than 40°C (104°F). Allow 10 cm (4" ) 
clearance around the unit for proper ventilation. 
Avoid excessive smoke, dust, mechanical 
vibration, shock or direct sunlight. 

• Routine care - wipe the unit with a soft cloth. 
Do not use benz ine, thinner, or any abrasive 
powder.

5-A For Call Waiting Service Users 

Press [flash! if you hear a call-waiting tone 
while talking. 

• The first call is put on hold and you can answer the 
second call. 

• To return to the first caller, press [FLASH] again. 

5-B Temporary Tone Dialing 
(For Rotaty or Pulse Service 
Users) 



Press [TONE] before entering access nunnbers 
which require tone dialing. 

• After a few seconds, the dialing mode changes 
to tone. 

You can enter numbers to access answering 
services, electronic banking services, etc. 
When you hang up, the dialing mode will return to 
pulse. 



5-C How to Use the PAUSE 
Button (For Analog PBX 
Line/Long Distance Service 
Users) 

We recommend that you press [PAUSE! if a 
pause is required for dialing with a PBX or to 
access a long distance service. 
Ex. Line access number {9} (PBX) 

[9] ^ [pause! ^ [Phone num"berl

• Pressing [PAUSE] once creates a few seconds 
pause. 

This prevents misdialing when you redial or dial a 
stored nu mber. 

• Pressing [PAUSE] more than once increases the 
length of the pause between numbers.
